MICHIGAN 
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When Is a Contract? 


N a recent issue of The Automotive Daily News there 
| was noted a decision, just handed down by the Court of 
Appeals in New York state, which is of very great interest 
to both manufacturers and jobbers. This decision was 
made in a case brought by the MotoMeter Company against 
a wholesaler to determine whether a circular quoting prices 
constituted a contract. The court decided that it did not. 

The circumstances were these: About the first of the 
year the company mentioned sent out to its customers a 
form letter with a quotation sheet attached, giving prices, 
terms and discounts. On the letter was a legend stating 
that the company reserved the right to withdraw prices| 
from concerns which, in its estimation, were not properly | 
exploiting its product. 

Such a case occurred, and the company withdrew its 
prices from a concern in New York. This dealer in the | 
opinion of the company was not giving its products ade-| 
quate exploitation. The dealer refused to pay for ship-| 
ments received and the manufacturer brought suit. The! 
dealer countered with the claim that the manufacturer had | 
contracted to supply him with its products as a jobber at| 
the prices specified in the circular and had broken that) 
contract. The final court has now decided that the circular | 
did not constitute a contract. | 

It is important to the manufacturer to know exactly 
what he may say in circular offers without binding him- 
self in a contract, and it is also important to the jobber 
to know just how far he may consider an offer of this 
kind as binding on the maker. The decision in this case 
seems to indicate that the manufacturer may specify the 
conditions under which the prices quoted in a circular 
letter are to be binding upon him. Undoubtedly this de- 
cision will be used as a legal precedent and it will be well 
for both manufacturers and jobbers to study the court’s 


opinion carefully. 


Snow Removal 
HIS year approximately 125,000 miles of main high-| 
ways in thirty-six states will be kept clear of snow} 
during the winter months.
